A. E. Clark, a young Portland law-
yer, was given the nomination for
United States senator, defeating for-

mer Senator Mulkey, who was an
avowed candidate, and Senator
Bourne, who was nol a candidate.

The featurs of the senatorial nominn-
(tlon was a bitter attack on Bourne
{ by old political anemies who ques-
[ tioned his progressiveness At the
time he was nominated Clark was
presiding over the convention.

| The convention passed a resolu-
{tlon that no one be nominated who
ldid not declars his alleglance 1o the
progressive party.  This was foresd
|uw-r the objections of those who
wished no other ticket than one for
the presidentinl elgctors and who be-
lived that the regnlar republican
nominee should not generally be em-
barrassed. A majority of the dale-
gites supported the contention of
several speakers, who declared that
to permit republican nominees to he
unopposed by progressive candidates
was equivalent to fusion with the re-
publicans and voted lor the allegi-
ance resolution,

The regular republiean candidates
for congressmen in the second and
third districts were consldered pro-
gressive, and no nominations were
therefore made azainst them,
